1 . The amendment filed on July 8, 2008 has been entered. 

2. Claims 8-12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowed because of the limitations, such as, "the lateral walls (52) including a first lateral wall 
(52a) that completely separates the opening (40) and the slot (50) and at least a second lateral 
wall (52b) that extends longitudinally within the slot (50) between a first end and a second end 
and supports the first lateral wall (52a)" (reference characters and emphasis added) in Claim 8. 
See page 9 of the original specification, the amendment and replacement drawings filed on 
January 31, 2008. 

The closest prior art Terradas'794 (DE 100 17 794 Al cited in Applicant's specification) 
teaches a pedal security system for pedal mounting, particularly in motor vehicles, comprising: 
a pedal 10 rotatably mounted by means of a pedal axis 25a; 

a U-shaped pedal block 30, 40 including a leg 40 having defined therein an opening (i.e., 
a space between the legs 40, see Attachment hereinafter "Art.") for receiving and retaining the 
pedal axis 25 a; 

a slot (see FIG. 3B and 3C of Art.) adjacent to the opening (Art.); and 
lateral walls, the lateral walls including a first lateral wall (i.e., the outer side wall of the 
element 42 in FIG. 3C) and the slot (FIGS. 2A and 3A) and at least a second lateral wall 25 
(FIG. 2B) that extends longitudinally within the slot (FIG. 3A) between a first end (FIG. 3C of 
Att.) and a second end (FIG. 3C of Att.) and supports the first lateral wall (FIGS. 3A-3C) 

the pedal axis 25a engages the first wall (Att.) and breaking the first wall (FIG. 3C) by 
exceeding a mechanical limit loading of the pedal axis 25a. 
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However, Terradas'794's first lateral wall does not completely separate the opening and 
the slot as seen in FIG. 3B. If one makes Terradas'794's first lateral wall completely separates 
the opening and the slot, one would render Terradas'794's pedal system to be inoperative for its 
intended design.
